Rohwedder said the black market 
‘was now asking prices well beyond 
the prospective buyer’s reach. “The 
prices are in part fantastic. If fig- 
ured for petrol, one Hter would 
cost DMI180 (about 12.7), he 
said, (On the regular market here, 
a litre of petrol now costs between 
70 and 80 pfennigs). 

Rohwedder sald the amounts of- 
fered “vary from one million to 
sixty million tons.” Asked if this 
meant Arabs were breaking their 
own boycott of Western countries, 
he said be didn’t think they were 
doing so officially. τ 

“However, one or the other of

But Rohwedder explained that 
the prices were often simply too 
high. “When we are offered oil, and 
my staff calculates that petrol made 
from it would cost DM1.60 per litre, 
then it (the possible sale) is dead.” 

Rohwedder also said the USSR 
was lagging behind in its own 
promised oll deliveries to West Ger- 
many for 1973 by about 20 per cent. 
“That's not very much, but we 
would still like to have it. If these 
amounts would also be cut back— 
that would be bitter." 

Asked why the Soviets were 
falling down on their exporta he 
replied: “They have sales obliga- 
tions within the East bloc.. Maybe 
international oil is flowing more 
thinly into the East bloc. One can't 
say that the Russians are trying 
to pinch us,”

STOCKHOLM (AP). — Some 15,000 
persons were killed in Chile after 
the military coup d’etat September 
11, the former Swedish Ambassador 
to Chile, Harald Edelstam, claimed 
Monday. He returned to Sweden 
after heaving been declared persona 
non by the Chilean military 
junta early last week. 

Edelstam added that 35,000 people 
have passed through prisons and de- 
tention camps there and some 7,000 
of them remain in custody. 

“Even three months after the 
coup, the regime is carrying on ar- 
rests and torture,” he said at an 
airport news conference. 

Edelstam was expelled from Chile 
after several clashes with the new 
military regime over political refu- 
gees seeking asylum both at the 
Swedish Santiago Embassy and at 
the Cuban Embassy, The Cuban Em- 
bassy is under Swedish auspices 
since Chile broke its relations with 
Cuba after the September takeover.
